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The Examining Division experienced a year of change and 
development while at the same time it remained constant in its 
mission to assist the Library, the Register and the General 
Counsel with legal and policy issues relating to the examination 
of copyright claims. Under the leadership of a new chief, the 
Division continued to re-assess its role in the examining process 
in keeping with concerns raised by the ACCORD group, and as a 
result, changed some existing practices and developed new 
practices and procedures all with the goal of providing the best 
possible service to the Library and to the public. The Division 
participated in policy meetings to plan for the implementation of 
the GATT legislation and to develop implementation procedures for 
the Copyright Office Registration, Recordation and Deposit System 
(CORDS) testbed project. Working closely with the Register and 
the Acting General Counsel, the Division contributed to policy 
decisions to permit group registration of photographs and to 
modify the appeal procedure. The Division worked closely with the 
Library and other divisions within the Copyright Office on 


policies and procedures for registering daily newsletters. 


Outreach activities included briefings for the Franklin 
Pierce law students; giving a number of speeches for 
representatives of the Copyright Bar and the Copyright Society 
and to various trade associations; and meeting with individuals 
and organizations regarding their copyright claims and those of 


their clients. 


register, the Office decided that parties owning the U.S. rights 
by appropriate transfer should also be allowed to claim copyright 
for registration purposes. This approach is consistent with the 


registration provision for all other works. 


A second GATT application form was created for registration 
of up to 10 individual works which form a group of related works. 
In order to be eligible to use this registration form, the works 
must have the same author and the same owner of all U. S. rights, 
although the two need not be the same party. These related works 
must have been published or created [if unpublished] within the 
same calendar year and must all fall within the same subject 
Matter category, e.g., all must be literary works. The same 
liberal deposit preferences apply to works registered on the 
GATT/Group form. As with other group options already in place 
for the registration of claims, the applicant will be able to 
save money by using this form: each title on the group form will 


cost $10 as opposed to the normal $20 filing fee per work. 


Works registered on either GATT application form will be 
numbered in the registration series now available, e.g., TX, VA, 
etc. A notation on the permanent catalog records that a 
particular PA or TX registration was made under the URAA will be 


added to the record by the Cataloging Division. 


The Division became more active in its participation in the 
planning and development of CORDS, formerly known as the 
Electronic Copyright Management System (ECMS). The goal of the 
CORDS project is to develop and test a system for copyright 
registration and recordation with copyright applications, copies 
of works and copyright related documents transmitted in digital 


form over communications networks such as the Internet. 


Staff members from the Division were represented on the 
Steering Committee which was formed in March to work with the 
Corporation for National Research Initiatives (CNRI) to help set 
goals and to deal with a number of assumptions and objectives 
that have changed or shifted during the project development that 
began in 1993. The Division was also represented on the CORDS 
Policy Committee, initiated in mid-1994, which continued to 
address policy questions and the legal issues concerning 
authentication and integrity of documents and deposits, access to 
records during and after registration and recordation, and 


electronic certification of deposit copies and applications. 


Several Division staff members participated in the CORDS 
Working Group on Operations, also established in mid-1994, which 
worked with CNRI to design the electronic registration forms and 


instructions, both in standard format and in scripted format. 


This group also began to develop the practices and procedures for 
processing the claims and, with the Policy Committee, embarked on 
outreach and training activities within and outside of the 
Copyright Office. The testbed is scheduled to start before the 


end of calendar year 1995. 


Examining Division representatives continued to work on 
other electronic initiatives in the Library, particularly the 
Sub-Committee on CD-ROM Acquisitions and the disposition of 
machine-readable works not selected for the collections after 
transfer from the Copyright Office. Also a Division staff member 
assisted in planning and implementing a copyright permission 
agreement with journal publishers as part of an electronic 


journals group. 


The Division worked on a major policy decision to permit 
group registration of unpublished or published photographs 
without the deposit of actual photographs. An interim regulation 
will make registration less burdensome for individual 
photographers and photography businesses to register claims to 
copyright in a large number of photographs taken by one 
photographer or photography business, thus enabling the claimants 
to seek the benefits of registration and increasing the number of 


claims to copyright in photographs registered in the Cffice. 


A second major policy decision concerned the appeal process. 
The Office’s appeal practice was long-standing but had been 
criticized on the grounds that it was an overly closed system 
because it was contained within the Examining Division. The 
interim system establishes a system with a Board of Appeals to 
reconsider the second appeal which is the final agency action. 
The Board consists of the Register, the General Counsel and 
Examining Division Chief or their respective designees. After 
the Office gains experience in administering an alternative 
system, it will establish a more formal procedure, following 
publication of a Notice of Proposed Rulemaking and a public 


comment period. 


Many staff members assisted the Library’s Information 
Technology Services (ITS) and the Copyright Automation Group 
(CAG) in the installation of upgraded computers. That effort 


required many hours of planning and training by various groups. 


Staff members designed a correspondence macro that 
facilitates the preparation of correspondence and automatically 
produces a reply sheet from information added to the letter by 
the clerk. It replaces both the carbon copy of the C.0O. letter 


and Circular 7c. 


This macro is a major achievement for the Division. The 
savings include the cost of making an additional copy of the C.O. 
letter; the cost of producing Circular 7c, which was sent out 
with virtually every letter; and the cost of purchasing letter- 
head paper. These savings, together with the many improvements 
in the correspondence process, serve to make this macro an 
extremely useful and efficient tool that enhances the Division’s 


service to the public. 


OTHER PROJECTS AND SUBSTANTIVE ACTIVITIES 


LITERARY SECTION 
Group Registration for Daily Newsletters 

On March 28, 1995, in the Federal Register, the Register of 
Copyrights published a new regulation governing the group 
registration of daily newsletters. In keeping with spirit of 
ACCORD to ease the registration process for frequently published 
works, this regulation permits the registration on Group SE of a 
group of special interest newsletters published two or more times 
per week, with additional conditions for the basis of claim and 
author/claimant. The deposit is one copy of each issue of the 
title being registered. If requested in writing by the Copyright 
Acquisition Division of the Library of Congress, the publisher of 
the newsletter must give the Library up to two complimentary 


subscription copies. 


ional D i ail wspaper 
By regulation, the deposit for all group registrations of 

daily newspapers is the microfilm edition used in the reading 
rooms of the Library. Because not all titles, however, are 
acquired by the Library, the preparation of microfilmed 
newspapers was considered an unnecessary expense for certain 
remitters. To ease the registration process and in coordination 
with the Library’s Copyright Acquisition Department and the 
Serial Division, the Examining Division Chief approved an 
optional deposit for G/DNs retroactive to January 1, 1995. For 
titles not selected by the acquisitions officer of the Library, 
the deposit for a G/DN may be a print copy of the first and last 
issue, section, or front page of the month being registered. In 
September, the section informed approximately 50 remitters of 
non-selected newspapers that the optional deposit was available 


for their G/DN submissions. 


Speedy Serial Project 

In June, a pilot project, Speedy Serials, to expedite the 
delivery of certain serial publications to the Library's 
collections was implemented through the joint efforts of the 
Copyright Acquisitions Division, CRS, Law Library, and 
Collections and Constituent Services. Rather than deposit two 


copies of each issue with the copyright registration form, it was 


agreed that the applicant could send one copy with the copyright 
registration form and send the second copy to a special Library 
address from which that copy is expeditiously delivered to the 
appropriate reading room. The Copyright Acquisitions Division 
maintains and updates monthly a list of the project’s participant 
publishers. The examining staff consults this list to avoid 


requesting second copies of these serials. 


Noteworthy Claims 
One of the first of Hilary Rodham Clinton’s published 
newspaper columns was registered in the name of the syndicate 


which publishes it. 


The diary of Senator Robert Packwood was submitted as an 
unpublished work. Under a grant of special relief, the deposit 


was a redacted copy of parts of the multi-thousand page work. 


PERFORMING ARTS SECTION 
NAFTA 

During the first part of the fiscal year, the Motion Picture 
Team set up and carried out the operation for examining and 
recording statements submitted under the North American Free 
Trade Agreement (NAFTA). The deadline for submitting statements 


was January 3, 1995. By that date the Office had received 369 
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statements. Of that total, 345 were recorded. Televisa, a 
Mexican television producer, filed 103 of the statements which 
represented a total of 11,096 episodes from a number of series. 
The remaining statements were filed for individual theatrical 
motion pictures. There were no statements filed for underlying 
works, and all statements referred to Mexican motion pictures. No 


statements were filed for Canadian works. 


The Register met with representatives from Televisa to 
address several issues relating to group registration of its 
claims under NAFTA and gave her approval for such registrations. 
As an outgrowth of this meeting, the PA Section, in coordination 
with the Division Office, established alternative procedures for 
registering multiple claims in TV serials submitted hy the 
Mexican firm. After a lengthy delay Televisa decided to wait and 
register claims under URAA because of the more liberal conditions 


that have since been established for group registrations. 


Although the Office had initially expected around 2,000 


registrations under NAFTA, we actually received only 16 works for 


registration.

Project Remitter 

The Section continued to expand Project Remitter, a program 
under which each examiner handles all problem cases from certain 
companies. The number of companies participating in the program 
has grown to 52. This year, several examiners were able to work 
face-to-face with staff from their respective companies, 
clarifying issues and resolving problems with pending claims. The 


outreach sessions were highly successful. 


New Tech + _ Cp. 2}. 

The Office was made aware of the development of a new 
crossover product in the sound recording market. In March, 
representatives from the Recording Industry Association of 
American (RIAA) and Sony Entertainment, Inc. gave a presentation 
on the new CD product, CD Plus, to a group in the Office. This 
product contains a sound recording and accompanying audiovisual 
material such as video clips and computer-generated graphics. 

The organizations take the position that the CD Plus is 
essentially a sound recording, rather than an audiovisual work 
with accompanying sounds. They argue that this distinction is an 
important one, because of the primary nature of, and market for, 
this product and the availability of the rental right for sound 
recordings. The Register responded that the Office will register 
a claim in this product as a sound recording with accompanying 


audiovisual and possibly computer program authorship.

Noteworthy Cases 

BATTLELINE: This is a TV series syndicated in the 1960’s without 
notice. The Office initially rejected the work based on the 
understanding that syndication resulted in general publication. 
On appeal applicant’s counsel argued that restrictions placed on 
the use of copies circulated in syndication constituted limited 
and not general publication. Counsel cited several cases in 
which the court held that restrictions on the use of the work in 
syndication agreements under the 1909 law prevented general 
publication that would divest copyright. After reconsidering the 
issue, the Office decided to register under the rule of doubt 
based on the position taken by applicant’s counsel. This 
decision represents a change in the position the Office took in 
several prior cases with closely similar fact situations. Those 


cases will be reconsidered upon request. 


NIGHT OF THE LIVING DEAD: The appeal in this case had been 
pending in the Office for some time. The remaining question was 
whether to reinstate a cancelled registration on the sole basis 
of affidavits that confirm the presence of a copyright notice on 
copies as first published in 1968. The Division Office decided 
not to reinstate and took the position that such affidavits, made 
20 years after the fact, did not represent sufficient evidence of 


first publication with notice. 
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FOOD LION/ABC Case: Thirty-two registrations were made in 1993 by 
ABC Television for outtakes from its PRIMETIME LIVE series. The 
outtakes consisted of unpublished videotape footage taken by ABC 
undercover reporters in Food Lion grocery stores. This year, the 
Copyright Office received a request from ABC to substitute 
identifying material for the videotapes originally deposited, 
claiming that this material was privileged like a news reporter’s 


unpublished notes and sources. 


Because the C.O. regulations provide for the deposit of 
identifying material in lieu of actual copies for unpublished 
motion pictures, the Office agreed to make the substitution. 

We withdrew the videotapes and substituted deposits consisting of 


sets of still photographs, one for every ten minutes of footage. 


Food Lion objected to the deposit substitution and claimed 
that it had not received complete copies of all the videotapes 
from ABC. Food Lion also submitted applications to register 
these same tapes, on the theory that Food Lion was the author of 
them as employer-for-hire of the ABC reporters who posed as Food 
Lion employees. Food Lion asked us to use ABC’s tapes as the 
deposits for its (Food Lion’s) registrations. The Office refused 
to register Food Lion’s claims because we will not allow a party 
filing an adverse claim to use the adverse party’s copy for 
deposit. Food Lion appealed this decision and the Copyright 


Office Appeals Board upheld the refusal to register. 
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The Office is holding the ABC videotapes pending the 
completion of the litigation. Currently, these tapes are not 
considered the deposits for these registrations and are not 
available for public inspection. The identifying material (still 


photographs) is available for public inspection. 


As a result of this case the Office has decided that it will 


no longer make substitutions for deposits of registered works. 


VISUAL ARTS SECTION 
Mask Works 
On June 28, 1995, the section registered the 11,000th mask 


work claim. 


President Clinton’s GATT-related proclamation which was 
issued in March included specific provisions for mask works. 
Certain countries (Japan, several European countries, and members 
of the EC) whose eligibility for Mask Work protection in the U.S. 
had heretofore been granted on a temporary basis year by year 
became permanently eligible as of July 1, 1995. This same 
proclamation also stipulated that on January 1, 1996, when the 
GATT/TRIPs aspects of the URAA become effective for the U.S., all 
WTO member nations will also become eligible for mask work 


protection here.

As a result, the section has already noticed an increase in 
information calls and requests for mask-works registration 
information from those countries that will be eligible to file 


claims as of January 1, 1996. 


Copyrightability Standards 

The section continued last year’s efforts in reviewing 
copyrightability standards. Much of the focus was on the many 
appeals received in the section. The staff discussions about 
theories, principles and practices regarding copyrightability 
continue to move the examiners toward consistency in their 


handling of cases. 


Noteworthy Cases 

Custom Chrome, Inc. v. Barbara Ringer, U.S. District Court for 
the District of Columbia, Civil Action No. 93-2634, decided June 
30;, 1995). 

Plaintiff Custom Chrome, Inc. sought summary judgment to 
reverse the decision of the Copyright Office not to register 
twenty-three motorcycle parts. The Copyright Office also sought 
summary judgement to uphold the decision. Custom Chrome said the 
motorcycle parts were conceptually separable from their 
usefulness and contained original authorship and, therefore, the 
Copyright Office abused its discretion in denying registration 
initially, on first appeal, and again on second appeal. The 


second appeal denial represented final Copyright Office action. 
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After reviewing the Patent and Copyright Clause of the 
Constitution, the Copyright Act of 1976, and the legislative and 
judicial history regarding the non-copyrightability of useful 
articles, Judge Gladys Kessler noted the Supreme Court’s 
deference to the Register’s differentiation between works of art 
and useful articles. Judge Kessler considered a two-part test 
regarding the Copyright Office refusal to register: whether there 


was an abuse of discretion and originality. 


The Court found that the Copyright Office offered a 
reasonable construction of the copyright statute with the words 
of the statute and the declared legislative intent in finding 
that the motorcycle parts were useful articles with no separable 
copyrightable authorship. The court also found that the fact of 
independent creation by the author (as opposed to having been 
copied from other works) is alone an insufficient ground on which 
to justify copyright registration. The court said the Copyright 
Office found the works to be useful articles lacking separable 
sculptural and artistic features, and therefore, it was not 
necessary for the court to decide whether the works meet the 
second prong of the test of originality, i.e., sufficient 


creativity in expression. 


The Copyright Office motion for summary judgment was granted 


and plaintiff’s motion for summary judgement was denied. 
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HARRY JACKSON 

Harry Jackson, a well known sculptor of works embodying 
southwestern themes (somewhat reminiscent of Remington’s works) 
submitted CAs to change the status of a group of pre-78 works 
from published to unpublished. The works were all created between 
1958 and 1961, and were registered after January 1, 1978, as 
published works with publication dates ranging from 1958 through 
1961. At the end of the respective 28th year (1986-1989), no 
renewal claims were filed and presumably the works became public 
domain. Jackson now asserts that no real publication occurred 
until 1964, which would have made the works eligible for 


automatic renewal in 1992. 


The VA Section rejected the CAs, explaining that because the 
works had been on record for 28 years without any effort to 
correct a possible error, and because no renewal claims were 
filed, anyone relying on the public record would have assumed 
from 1986-1989 that these works were in the public domain. To 
change the record now would be both unfair and improper. On 
first appeal, the Office again refused to register the CAs. This 
case is now a second appeal awaiting consideration by the C.O. 


Appeals Board. 
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RENEWALS SECTION 
Noteworthy Case 

A law firm representing Frank Capra Productions, Inc. 
inquired about the appropriate procedure to change the name of a 
renewal claimant in a renewal registration after the renewal 
period had expired. The facts of the case showed that a renewal 
registration was made in 1989 for the motion picture POCKETFUL OF 
MIRACLES in the name of Franton Productions claiming as 
proprietor of copyright in a work made for hire. Recent 
information obtained by the law firm indicated that Franton 
Productions was incorrectly named as a renewal claimant because, 
prior to renewal registration, the company was dissolved and its 
assets and liabilities transferred to Frank Capra Productions, 
Inc. and Glenn Ford, the correct claimants. 

Copyright Office regulations in effect since the enactment 
of the Copyright Act of 1976 permitted supplementary registration 
to change the name of a renewal claimant or basis of renewal 
claim on a renewal registration only if an application and fee 
were received in the Office within the one-year renewal period. 
In order to avoid forfeitures of the renewal copyright, an 
amendment was made to the regulation in 1992, permitting changes 
in the name of the renewal claimant or basis of the renewal claim 
at any time if clear, convincing, and objective evidence is 
submitted to the Copyright Office which proves that an 
inadvertent error was made in designating the correct renewal 


claimant [37 C.F.R. 201.5(b) (2) (iv)]. 
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The law firm submitted documentation of the error along with 
a supplementary application for registration naming the correct 
claimants. Even though the renewal filing period had expired six 
years before, the Office was able to make the supplementary 


registration to correct the renewal claimant. 


HHF 


The Division staff was again reduced by resignations, 
retirements and transfers to other parts of the Copyright Office 
and the Library. Because of budgetary constraints and slow 
processing of positions under the Job Analysis system, the 
Division has been unable to hire replacements. Even so the 
sections have worked effectively despite the heavy workload that 
characterized most of the year. The Division now consists of 


128 staff members. 


The new fiscal year promises to be a challenge on all fronts 
as the Division faces the addition of the GATT workload with 
lower staffing levels, the startup of the CORDS testbed, and the 
completion of the automation installation and Local Area 


Networks. 
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APPENDIX TO ANNUAL REPORT 


WORKFLOW 


The workflow was heavy for most of the year with normal 
fluctuations similar to the past few years. Overtime and 
compensatory time were offered during two different periods to 
help reduce the backlog which at the end of the year remained 
quite high for the three large sections. The Division continued 
to send staff to Registration Numbering Unit to assist with 
arrearages and to Data Prep to assist with the end of year 


workload. 


Literary Section 

Claims received weekly average about 5,305 which is slightly 
below the norm of 5,500 per week. In the second and third 
quarters the average slightly exceeded the norm (5,736 and 5,570 


respectively) . 


Claims on hand at the end of each week average 9,756 per 
quarter increasing each quarter to a high of 11,600 in the third 
quarter and then dropping to 7,132 by the end of the fiscal year 
due to the availability of three weeks of overtime production by 


examiners and technicians. The figures in the first three 


quarters were higher than the desired ceiling of 7,800 and due to 
a number of factors: a push to eliminate arrearages in the Mail 
Room and Data Prep, the loan of technicians to process work in 


these areas and the departure of several experienced examiners. 


Per in x Lon 

The PA/SR claims on hand were high for most of the year. 
There was a wide number range from 6,103 to 13,303. The low 
weeks, however, were due to a backlog in the Mail Unit and Data 
Prep Unit. The average weekly number of claims on hand was 
around 11,000, or 3 1/2 weeks of work. The major reason for this 
high number of claims on hand is that three examiners spent a 
large portion of the year involved in other work assignments 


including Guild, ergonomics and automation activities. 


The section took extra measures at times during the year to 
reduce the number of claims on hand, including handling extra 
claims during the regular work week and overtime. These efforts 
obviously helped to keep the work under control to some extent. 
However, the section ended the year with a projected record 


number of claims on hand for the year. 


The claims on hand in the Motion Picture area were much more 
Manageable. Although the number spiked several times during the 
year, the staff was able to bring the claims on hand back under 
control within a reasonable time-frame. The average number of 


claims hovered around 800, or 2 weeks of work on hand. 


Visu A ion 
Claims received weekly over the past fiscal year 
averaged around 2,000 claims. This figure has remained fairly 


constant for several years. 


VA claims on hand at the end of the week averaged far above 
the desirable ceiling of 3,200 due largely to the loss of 5 
examiners over the past two years. The backlog of unexamined 
claims on hand grew from 9,000 at the start of this fiscal year 
to a high of over 12,000 by April. By year’s end, and with the 
help of detailees and overtime, that figure has decreased to just 


under 8,000 claims on hand 


Mask works received fewer than 100 claims per month with a 


total of 701 claims examined during the calendar year. 


Examining Division Correspondence Unit 

During the first half of the fiscal year, the number of 
letters on hand to be typed at the end of each week remained 
quite low, with weekly totals between 200 and 300. However, 
starting in May and continuing through August, a series of 
factors contributed to a buildup of work on hand. The two 
Correspondence Units combined into one; new computers and 
printers with new software arrived during the summer requiring 
significant changes in how we produce correspondence (and 
significant time to learn how to use the new tools effectively) ; 
and several examiner "push" projects resulted in extra quantities 
of letters to be typed. Work on hand for the Correspondence Unit 


peaked in June at around 1300 letters to be typed. 


A combination of limited overtime for the unit in August and 
September and increased familiarity with the new automated system 
enabled the unit to reduce this backlog to 224 at the end of the 


year. 


new ion 
This section experienced its typical fluctuations during the 
year with no obvious decrease in its workload compared to the 


past three years since the 1992 renewals legislation was passed. 


WORKFLOW IMPROVEMENTS 


The year was notable for the many improvements made to the 
workflow procedures throughout the Division. These improvements 
are a credit to the management and staff who both recognize the 


importance of doing more with fewer resources. 


Division 

In April, a streamlined method of replying to remitter phone 
inquiries began. When a caller to the Public Information office 
needed to discuss a letter from Examining, the call is now 
transferred directly to the examiner without sending a written 
search for the actual file. The resultant speedy service is 
Satisfying to the remitter and is not unduly burdensome for 
examiners to discuss without the full correspondence file in 
front of them. 
Literary Section 

The GATT preparations required space in Literary which 
necessitated the realignment of available spaces for staff and 
equipment. The majority of the back two rows of cubicles was 
designated for equipment which meant that some staff members 
moved to other cubicles in February. The equipment relocated to 
the back area included the microfilm and fiche readers, as well 
as the new fax machine received in May. The CORDS terminals for 
reception of electronic claims and deposits will also be located 


in this area. 


The departure of examiners left the section with an excess 
of computers, making it possible to give each technician a 
personal computer in his or her own cubicle in lieu of sharing 


one per team. 


Performing Arts Section 
Two-Page Application Project 

The PA section was targeted to test a pilot project in which 
photocopied applications consisting of two separate pages were 
cleared and forwarded to the Registration Numbering Unit. This 
procedure replaced one in which these applications were re- 
photocopied here by a work study to create a single-sheet form. 
Although the procedure has saved time for the PA staff, there has 
been a high number of returns from Registration Numbering due to 


poor quality photocopies received from the applicants. 


Blanket Waiver for Unpublished Motion Pi¢tures 

A new procedure was implemented to permit the Copyright 
Office to grant a blanket waiver of the reproduction requirement 
to the Motion Picture Broadcasting and Recorded Sound Division 
for the transfer of unpublished motion pictures it wants. The 
procedure replaced a more cumbersome one involving much 
paperwork. A memo of understanding was drawn up between the 


Division and MBRS. 


Visual Arts Section 

Work-study students under the supervision of the 
Correspondence Unit supervisor assumed the responsibility for 
claims distribution. The VA team leader still determines staff 
work priorities and quantity of claims to be distributed. This 
brings the section into line with distribution procedures in the 


other two subject matter sections. 


PERSONNEL 


Division Office 

Nanette Petruzzelli, formerly Section Head of Literary 
Section II, was appointed to the position of Division Chief, 
effective December 25th. 

Melissa Dadant, Special Assistant to the Chief, was detailed 
to the Public Information Office in I & R as Acting Section Head 


for six months. 


S ‘ 
Valda Murfee-Fleming, supervisor of the Literary 
Correspondence Unit, was selected to participate in LC’s 
Affirmative Action Intern Program, effective October 17, 1994. 
She will work in the area of procurement, training to become a 


Procurement Specialist. 


Rose Apter was selected to participate in the Library's 
Leadership Development Program, leaving the Section on December 


30th to work in the Library’s Diversity Office. 


After 14 years in the Literary Section, Section Head Nancy

position in private industry. 


After serving a detail as secretary in the Renewals Section,
